However, our files reveal that in late 1939 Burns, 
whose true name is Nathan^b irnbaum, was the subject of a 
smuggling (jewels and clothing investigation which was not con- 
ducted by this Bureau. He was subsequently convicted, given a 
suspended sentence of one year and one day, and paid an $8, 000 
fine. (54-717)
